KEENE'S SECOND SALE IN ENGLAND. 

Critics Thought Cap and Bells Filly Would Sell for 
the Top Price, but Were Mistaken. 

Mr. .Tames R. Keene's second consignment of year- 
lings to the English market were sold at Newmarket 
Oeloher 1. Tliey iuought fairly got*d prices, but, as a 
whole, the consignment was called inferior to that 
sold in July for an average of .SI. 290. and only 
averaged »S910. three selling for almost two-thirds of 
the total. Of the sale Sporting Life’s commissioner 
•sa id : 

"Like a gixHl many other people. 1 thought the Cap 
ami Bells filly would bring top priee, hut tlie fine 
li'esmut <olt hy Disgui.se II.. out of Dorset Flower. 
.‘*eeiired that honor. He is a hors»; of the command- 
ing l.vi>e, and there are undoubtedly great possihili- 
lies alMiut him. His four white feet will make him 
• asy to identify when he gets into a paddock. 
Tliere was brisk eompetition for him from tlio outset, 
I'o begin wit In Mr. Sydney Paget, w ho. I understand, 
inteiid.s ra« ing over here next year, and Mr. .Tames 
d” Rotbsi’bild wi’i*’ tiie Iddders. f»ut tlH’.v were eveut- 
Mal!\ joiiied li.v .Mr. Ri’ddingroin to wlmm tlie i*oli 
W.IS kiKH-ked down at .5:’,.i*i4»o.

Mr. .Arthur i'ortiiiau was the bny«’r of a eolt ami 
two lillies, one «if the lall* r being a half sister to 
Inisiifret* and other winners, ami traciii.g to Shot- 
over. 

••'riie English-bred yearlings which were afterward 
.submitted did not sei’ni to apiteal to buyers, though 
we er.iimd help feeling that if one or two of these 
had been inelmied iu Mr. Haggin's string tliey would 
hav,’ made vorv fair prices, 'I'his may seem a some- 
what bifid suggestion, but there is no gettimg away 
lr«nii Hie fm t that yearling huyers are rather 1 <mi 
• ijd t" pay more attention to tin* estimation in which 
Hie sire is In ld than to the individual e.xeelleiieies 
ot Hu* progeny. In the case of the American year 
Unas .s<>M liiis wiek, si> little wa*. known of tlie 
maiiiritv of the sires that they had to Ik* Judged on 
their .ib.sidute merits. ‘Yes.’ said a breeder to me 
on 'I'm’Sil.’iy morning, as wc looked over the young- 
sters about to pass* into the ring, ‘they will probably 
sell well, but if I sent up vearlings of the same 
class. b\ English sires of the same caliber as the 
I’urses llusi* are by, 1 should not be able to giv** 
Hiem awa.v.’ That was rather an extreme way of 
i’Utiing the matter, but it w.is. I fancy, more than 
lialf The truth. Fashion i.s Hie ruiitig power in the 
realm of blo<Nlstock. as in other walks of life.”
